Difcourfe is this— The Kindnefs fhew’d to 
thefe poor Peuple will help to wipe out the 
Blots, that lie on our Charadiers as Eng- 
hifo Men, abroad—And if thefe People are 
receiv'd kindly, harbour’d, reliev’d, and 
fettied, it will be an unanfwerable Return 
upon thofe that fhall hereafter reproach us 
at home or abroad, wih Want of Courtefie,. 
or Want of Humanity to Strangers, when. 
10000 poor Strangers at a Time have been. 
receiv'd by us, aod put into a Condition 
to live and flourifh among us. 

And thus much for the Honour of re- 
lieving them The Policy of it I have 
fpoken to, and fhewn, how fettling them 
may be our great Advantage—As to the: 


Duty of Charity, a Debt you owe to him, 
tas 
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thefe poor People, it is very poffible, fome 


that has fet you above receiving, and made 
you capable of giving—— I fhall leave that 
as before, to the Divine, but I cannot quit 
the Argument, till I have given one per- 
fwafive Turn more, and if you can read it, 
without being mov’'d, "tis a Sign you have 
the lefs Senfe of the Chequer-Work of Pro- 
vidence, and the Viciffitudes of the Affairs 
of this Life. : 

It isa very happy Experiment that we [ce 
before us in fome of the French Nation, 
who being formerly Refugees here, have 
by Induftry, Commerce, Application, and 
GOD’s Blefliag, gain*d good Eftates—are 
now fo ready to remember their own Con- 
dition, as that they open their Purfes freely 
to the Relief of thefe poor Strangers—And 
we are told of one of thefe thankful Sama- 
ritans, that hat given above 4001. Sterling, 
to the prefent Charity ; a noble Gift, and 
a Teftimony of a Soul fill’d with a Senfe of 
the Hand that has made the Difference. 

Farther previous to what Iam going to 
fay, lamto note, that ’tis worth your ob- 
ferving, how frequently Families, e/pe- 
cially in Trade, are flourithing and gay, rich 
and encreas’d in Goods to day, and to mor- 
row in Diftrefs, under Bankrupcy, or ruin d 
by Bankrupts, reduc’d by Loffes, by Fire, 
Storms, Thefts, and Miilions of Accidents, 
that concur to bring rich Families to Di- 
ftrefs. How far need we go to fee the 
Children of Aldermen and Mayors, the Po- 
fterity of great Merchants, nay even the 
greateft Merchants and richeft People of 
this City, themfelvestbegging H<lp and Af 
fiftance, from thofe that have formerly been 
their own Servants. J have been credibly 
inform’d, that the great Alderman FORTH, 
a Maa well known in this City, and who 
was once efteem’d to have been worth 
above 1oo00o0/, was moft eminently fup- 
ported, and in part fed by a Perfon, who 
he had rais’d by his meer Bounty and Cha- 
rity from the loweft Diftref;—Not but that 
One of his own Brother- Aldermen met with 
a quite differing Fate ——— While making 
himfelf a Forfter-Father to one of Adam’s 
wretched Pofterity, he found by fad Ex- 
perience he warin’d a Viper to fting him, 
and nourifh’d a Traytor to betray him—— 
But that by the way. 

The fhort Application of thefe Hints is 
this Upon our relieving and fetcling 


of them may grow rich; GOD’s Bleffing, 
aod an jndultrious Hand can foon do it. 
Why not a Palatine Refugee be an Alder- 
man or Lord-Mayor, as well as clouted Iron 
Shoes and Sheep-Skin Breeches ? Why not 
a poor Pajztine be a Landlord, as well as 
Cabbin-Boys become Admirals, and Maf- 
queteers Generals. 

Now in this Cafe you lay in a Fund for 
the Diftreffes of your Pofterity, you raife 
Men to a Capacity that muft be harden’d 
beyound the.common Rate, if they have 
not more Compiffion for the Mif-rable 
than other Men. Charity begets Charity, be 
that rifes from Charity willbe the freer t0 ex- 
ercife Charitye——mThus you that give may 
come towani, and they that receive will 
be the eafier. mov’d to give. 

Should a Man now rich and flovrifhing, 
hereafter in the Courfe of Providence come 
to Want and Mifery, and beg Cnarity or 
Relief of one of thefe Refugees, bya like 
Turn of Sovereign Difpofe grown rich— 
And fhould he fay, Sir, fo many Years ago 
I was rich, and gave freely 10 Guineas to 
the Relief of the poor Palatines, of which 
Money you had your Share—What Free of 
Flint muft that Man have, that could.reje@ 
fo home an Application————~ _Tbus take it 
in publick or in private. 

I know not, whether there ever was a 
greater Opportunity offer’d to this Nation, 
to fhow a Spirit of Honour, Generofity, and 
Charity—and with more Advantage to 
thenifelyés, whether Nationally orP erfon- 
ally coxfider’d, fince this was a Nation. 

I know, nothing can be obj:&ed to me 
in this Metter, but this Hold your 
impertinent Tongue, there is no Need of 
your Exhortation ——— If I was fure there 
was no Need of this, I would indeed hold 
my Tongue—But fhall I refer you to the 
Gazette of the Ninth of this very Month, 
where you will find, the Commiffioners, 
who are empower’d to difpofe of thefe Pec- 
ple, think there is need to obtain an Order 
of the Queen and Council, and her Majefy 
and Council thinks it not impertinent ta 
make fuch an Order, Viz. To engage the 
Magiftracy of England, Mayors, Juftices of 
the Peace, &c. to be aiding and afifting to 
them, that they may be kindly entertain’d 
on the Road.
